Grenadiers.— 'I lie first troops of this description bore 
an axe, a sabre, nnd a grenadier, or leather hag, con­ 
taining lroni a dozen to fifteen grenades. 
In the year 
at which time the musket was substituted for 
the fir; lock, the majority of the grenadier.» were equip­ 
ped with the former, and the whole of them were thus 
urmed ut the « lose of Louis X IV i reign. 
The «grenade 
was of the calibre of a four-pounder, and fired with a 
match. 
A whole company of grenadiers was formed 
in the King’s regiment in 1670 ; and shortly afterwards 
the precedent was adopted in each of the thirty eldest 
regiments ; in short, every battalion was Sue« essively 
allowed a company of grenadiers. 
In 1745, the grena­ 
dier companies of the militia Were formed into seven 
regiments, under the designation of the Royal (Irena- 
diera ; and when the army was re-organized in 1749, 
eight-and-lbrty companies were picked from disbanded 
regiments, and out of these the celebrated corps of Gren­ 
adiers of France was formed. 
This corps disappeared 
with the year 1789, when the axe w as laid to every 
other ancient institution.
